82 A -108 , R.C.M. 

MAJOR  RESPONSIBLITIES : 

The  Board  of  Nursing  Home  Administrators  develop,  impose  and  enforce  standards 
which  must  be  met  by  individuals  in  order  to  register  and  receive  a license 
as  a Nursing  Home  Administrator..
